On the night that. his battalion 
was moved from its billets into the 
line on the Picardy front Major Ras- 
mussen joked with ‘several corres- 
pondents while the Germaa _ shells 
were bursting in the village a few 
kilometres in the rear. He _ told 
them they might have his uniform, 
helmict and other things in case he 
was killed. Them he rode laughing 
toward the trenches.

The official gazette announces the 
award of three Victoria Crosses, in- 
cluding one to Sergt. Albert Moun- 
tain, West Yorks, whose act was an 
outstanding example of supreme 
fearlessness and initiative. . 

Mountain’s company was compell- 
ed to fall back before the advancing 
enemy mass. Volunteers for a 
counter-attack were being called for 
when’ Mountain and ten men step- 
ped forward. He then advanced on 
the flank with a. Lewis gun and en- 
filaded an enemy patrol, of ° which 
about 100 were killed. Mountain ral- 
lied and organized his party for de- 
fence and coyered the retirement of 
the rest of the company. With one 
non-com. and four men he success- 
fully held at bay 600 Germans for 
half an hour. Later he took com- 
mand of a flank post and held on for 
27 hours until finally surrounded.

Increase 

The majority of the annual re- 

ports from the co-operative asso- 
ciations of Saskatchewan have now 
been received by the co-operative 
branch of the provincial department 
of agriculture at Regina. 
. These reports indicate an increase 
in membership during the fast year 
of over 30 per cent. At the time of 
the compilation of the 1916 reports 
the membership stood at 9,444, which 
was increased last year to 12; 459, 

‘A large volume of business would 
appear ‘to have been carried on dur- 
ing the last year. In the matter of 
livestock marketing the reports show 
that the number of associations 
marketing stock has risen from +23 to 
35 last year, and the number of cars 
of stock*handled increased from 2A1 
to 548.
